The January term St. Louis 
County grand jury, in its final re- 
port today to Circuit Judge Nolte 
at Clayton, said “inefficiency seems 


to engulf the whole of the county’s 
financial structure.” It made the 
following recommendations: 

Creation of the office of Coun- 
ty Auditor. 

Installation of an informative 
system of bookkeeping in the 
office of the Clerk of the County 
Court. 

Substitution of tax anticipa- 
tion notes for the system of pro- 
tested warrants that has been in 
use for years because of deficits, 
with a saving in interest by the 
change. 

Filing of suits to recover any 
funds illegally retained by for- 
mer county officers. 

Establishment of a separate 
tax to support the County Hos- 
pital, 

Designation of the County 
Court as the purchasing agency 
for all county departments, with 
control of supplies under written 
requisitions. 

Recent action of the judges of 
the County Court, or administra- 
_tive body. in voting. to inérease 
their own pay from $4500 to $6000 
a year each, retroactive, to Jan. 
1, 1933, was denounced by the 
grand jury as “salary grabbing” 
and an “unwarranted gouge of the 
taxpayers.” 

Causes of Deficit. 

Concerning county finances, the 
grand jury said: 

“This grand jury, pursuant to the 
charges received, has made investi- 
gations of county finances, suffi- 
ciently comprehensive to determine 
the several contributing causes for 
the present deficit and the neces- 
sity for operating on anticipated 
revenue. The findings of this body 
are as follows: 

“First. There are about 10 de- 
partments of county government, 
under existing laws, operating as 
separate and distinct entities re- 
sponsible to no directing head; 
making purchases of supplies and, 
in many instances, collecting fees 
out of which their respective de- 


[am partments operate, while the Coun- 


ty Court, which is in name the 
Managing body of the county, is 
occupied chiefly with issuing war- 
rants for the payment of expenses 
frequently incurred without their 
Sanction.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings held today 
that Great Britain, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Italy, Latvia and Lithuania—all of 
whom have made “token” pay- 
ments of their debts to the United 
States—are not in “default” and 
so do not come within the Johnson 
act which closes American credit 
markets to defaulting nations. 

Soviet Russia was held in de- 
fault because of its failure to recog- 
nize obligations encurred by prior 
Russian governments. 

The official interpretation Was 
requested by the State Department 
and made public by Secretary of 
State Hull. 

Cummings also held that political 
subdivisions of nations in default 
were not themselves in default un- 
less they had failed to make pay- 
‘ments on their own debts. He cited 
numerous legal precedents and de- 
clared he was guided largely in his 
fopinion by the “authorized intent of 
Congress” and by President Roose- 
velt’s attitude. 

The President, he pointed out, 
stated on two occasions that he did 
not consider Great Britain, which 
had made “token” payments in 
June and December, 1933, as in 
default. 

The Attorney-General 
state “token”-paying nations could 
continue to escape default by mak- 
ing part payments in the future. 

Cummings also ruled that the 
Johnson Act was not intended to 
apply to ordinary commercial trans- 
actions, such as foreign currency, 
postal money orders, drafts, checks 
and other ordinary aids to banking 
and commercial] transactions.

18 Others Board Rescue 
Craft ~ When Vessel 
Threatens to Break Up— 
Trying to Reach Puget 
Sound.

SEATTLE, Wash., May 5.—Only 
the master, Capt. J. Mathiasen, and 
three wf the crew remained on 
board the Norwegian freighter Chil- 
dar as the vessel was towed in 
sinking condition from the Colum- 
bia River to Puget Sound today. 

The cutter Redwing reported by 
radio that it had taken off 18 mem- 
bers of the crew, and had towed 
the motorship as far north as 
Gray’s Harbor. The battered Chil- 
dar is in danger of breaking up. 


ASTORIA, Ore., May 5.—Coast 
guardsmen, risking their lives in a 
rough sea and high wind have suc- 
ceeded in reaching the disabled 
Norwegian motorship Childar in 
small boats and taking off three in- 
jured sailors. 

The injured men—Pat McGrath, 
Portland, Ore., and K. K. Hansen 
and Olav Loftenes, Norway—are in 
a hospital here. 

With the sea pouring into the 
hold through a hole at the water 
line, and survivors of the crew 
fighting to-keep her afloat, the 
freighter was being towed labori- 
ously today toward the sheltered 
waters of Puget Sound by the Coast 
Guard cutter Redwing, while the 
tug Roosevelt, sent from Seattle, 
made its way through a storm to 
their assistance off Wallapa Har- 
bor. 

Dragged From Sand. 

The Childar, her pumps put out of 
service by failure of the power 
plant, was dragged off the sands at 
the moutL of the Columbia River 
yesterday, after being driven hard 
aground twice by a 50-mile-an-hour 
wind. The motorship’s two masts 
were snapped off, and her four life- 
boats smashed when the crew tried 
to lower them in a frantic attempt 
to escape from the storm. ' 

Three men were washed over- 
board—Chief Officr H. A. Chris- 
tiansen, Second Officer Bertram 
Bjoness and Steward I. B. Jacob- 
sen. They were not seen again. 
Odd Nevill, 20-year-old cook, was 
crushed to death by the shifting 
cargo of lumber with which the’lit- 
tle craft was heavily laden. All of 
them were from Norway. 

The Childar with her master and 
crew of 28 was driven onto the 
sands of Peacock Spit a little after 
7 a. m. yesterday. Her distress calls 
sent the cutter Redwing to her aid. 
A swell of the storm lifted her off 
the sand and sent her fast aground 
again. 

Aided by Ebb-tide. 

The Redwing arrived at the scene 
from Astoria shortly before noon 
and finally got a line aboard and 
cautiously drew her away from the 
shore line. From then until nearly 
mid-afternoon the cutter dnd the 


to the shore. A change of wind and 
an ‘ebb-tide came to their assist- 
ance, and the freighter, her deck 
load of lumber gone, was towed to 
a safe point offshore. “i 

The freighter—of 2336 net tons 
and 377 feet long—was loaded with 
4,300,000 feet of lumber and a small 
amount of general cargo, and car- 
ried a fell deckload of lumber.

NORVELL’S PAL 
‘TELLS OF ESCAPE 
~~ BY PRISON PIPE 


Kidnaper: Went Through 
Steam Duct Where Tem- 

perature Was 150. 
THOUGHT SEWER WAS 
24 INCHES, NOT 14 


Underground for 1200 Feet 
With Gas and Dripping 
Hot Water, Then Got 
Stuck in Quicksand.

CHESTER, Iil., May 5.—Posses 
continued to search the snake-in- 
fested caves and valleys southwest 
of Murphysboro today’ for Randol 
Eugene Norvell, leader of the kid- 
napers of August Luer, who es- 
caped from the penitentiary here a 
week ago yesterday. 

His companion in the escape, 
James O’Connell, California plumb- 
er who was serving his fourth pris- 
on term for burglary, remained in 
the prison hospital today, suffering 
from exposure and shock, his feet 
so blistered that he cannot walk. 
O’Connell was captured early yes- 
terday near Pomona, by State high- 
way patrolmen. 

Norvell, far less robust than 
O’Connell, was seriously ill when 
the burglar deserted him Wednes- 
day night, with a possé only 400 
yards away. He had a high fever 
and was on the verge of delirium. 
His throat was so sore he could not 
swallow; his feet so lacerated he 
could barely shuffle. He had not 
eaten in three days and was s0 ex- 
hausted he could not sleep. 

Sleeps for 18 Hours. 

O’Connell told the prison authori- 
ties about it yesterday before they 
gave him medicine that put him to 
sleep for 18 hours. He is sure that 
Norvell was too ill to move from 
the wild Hickory Ridge district 
where they had been hiding. The 
prison physician believes Norvell 
has pneumonia. 

O’Connell told Warden Joseph E, 
Ragen that Norvell suggested escap- 
ing and told him of a 24-inch sewer 
through which they could get out. 

The plan was to enter. a six-foot 
duct under the sidewalk of the 
prison stockade, which carries 
steam pipes to all prison buildings. 
| The temperature in the duct is 
from 150 to 170 degrees. Four hun- 
dred feet from the boiler house, 
where Norvell and O'Connell got 
into the duct, is a drain into a 
sewer pipe below. The sewer pipe, 
which carries off flood waters from 
the ‘stockade, is 14 inches in. di- 
ameter instead of 24 as the con- 
victs thought. It has been there 
50 years. No one had ever tried 
to escape through it. A Negro con- 
vict was sent in it to work some 
time ago and was pulled out un- 
conscious from sewer gas and heat. 

Crawled Underground 1200 Feet. 

The i4-inch pipe runs below the 
steam duct for 226 feet; then con- 
nects with a six-foot flood-water 
sewer which empties into a stream 
outside the prison yards. The 
stream winds into the Mississippi 
River. 

There are iron bars where the 
14-inch sewer empties into the six- 
foot sewer. At the end of the six- 
foot sewer, 600 feet away, are more 
iron bars. Thus the escaping con- 
victs had to travel underground 
more than 1200 feet. 

Both worked in the machine shop. 
There they stole a flashlight, a 
Stillson wrench, a hammer, a file 
and a number of pieces of wire. 
One of them waited in the steam 
duct, holding the wire, while the 
‘other, with the wire about his 
waist, explored the narrow pipe. 
The wire was to pull him back if 
he got stuck. .O’Connell said Nor- 
vell went first but Warden Ragen 
believes it was O’Connell, the

CHICAGO, May 5.—The jury try- 
ing 17 men on charges of racket- 
eering in four Chicago businesses 
returned a verdict today finding all 
of the 17 not guilty. 

The jury brought in its verdict 
after a little more than 12 hours’ 
deliberation. The acquittal ended 
the longest crimipal trial in the 
city’s history. The hearing began 
on Jan. 4 and ended on the first 
day of its fifth month. 

Most prominent of the 17 defend- 
ants were Attorney Aaron Sapiro 
of New York, organizer of trade 
associations and farm co-operatives, 
and Dr. Benjamin H. Squires, Uni- 
versity of Chicago professor and 
Federal labor mediator. They were 
accused in connection with their 
services to trade associations—Sa- 
pifo as counsel for the city’s power 
laundry. owners and Squires as 
head of the Cleaners’ and Dyers’ 
Institute. 
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Second Day of Deliberations, — 

The case was given to the jury 
late yesterday. No verdict was 
reached by midnight, so the jury 
retired for the night and resumed 
deliberations today.

The fatal doses * were adminis- 
tered in the guise of medicine after 
Barrett had made two unsuccess- 
ful attempts to kill his family and 
commit suicide, the confession d. 

On Monday night Barrett ed 
poison into milk the family drank, 
but it was not sufficient to cause 
serious i 
night, Barrett said, he lost his 
nerve after resolving to try again. 

When Thursday night came, all 
the members of the family except 
a 7-month-old baby girl were given 
varying doses. 


Barrett said. “I thought someone 
would find her and take care of 
her.” 

When the poison began to take 
effect and his children writhed in 
pain, his nerve failed and he ran 
to a neighbor, who summoned phy- 
sicians.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday received 
from Clarence Darrow the verdict 
of the National Review Board on 
several NRA codes, together with 


recommendations for policy changes 


in administration of the Recovery 
Act. 

President Roosevelt said he ex- 
pected to read the report today 
and tomorrow, and it would be 
made public Monday or Tueéday. 
He declared the board’s work would 
be completed in a supplemental re- 
port within a month and the group 
would dissolve. 

The voluminous report was under- 
stood to urge more emphasis on the 
anti-trust laws, some of which were 
suspended under the Recovery Act, 
and to hit heavily at industrial 
price control. 

The board, it is said, specifically 
charged that in eight major indus- 
tries NRA codes create monopoly. 

Price-fixing by monopolies is de- 
stroying the “little fellows” in busi- 
ness and adding millions to consum- 
er costs, the report asserts. Indus- 
tries included are motion picture, 
steel, lumber, dyeing and cleaning, 
electrical manufacturing, bitumi- 
nous coal, coal retailing and ice 
manufacturing. 

Block Booking Attacked. 

The report, it is stated, listed the 
motion picture industry as ranking 
mear the top in national monopo- 
lies. Block booking was especially 
attacked as ruining independent ex-

“Page No. 10 for the same period 
1929-31 refers to a former Sheriff, 
not the immediate predecessor of 
the incumbent (the reference is to 
Albert A. Wilmas, Sheriff in 1925- 
28) and designates sums held in 
his ‘official account’ that should be 
paid over to the Circquit Clerk and 
County Treasurer. This Sheriff's 
filed statement is said to acknowl- 
edge receipt of his full salary fur 
four years of office, $40,000 as al- 
lowed by statute, but the report 
points out that in addition thereto 
he received $11,178.74 from’ the 
County Treasurer and Circuit Clerk 
in excess of the salary allowed by 
the statute and this being further 
augmented with an additional $1,- 
057.62 retained in his settlement, 
making the total sum $12,236.36 
over and above his legal right to 
retain. 
“To this final total, may be added 
$1,706.43, said by the report to have 
been charged for transporting pris- 
oners, paupers and insane, for 
which, the report. states, payment 
had been previously made by the 
State.”

Terry received $14.53 in fees as 
Public Administrator.

“The fact that county purchases 
are in many instances made in a 
haphazard fashion by the various 
department heads as the need for 
the thing purchased arises; the 
fact that any department may go 
to the Clerk of the County Court 
and, upon oral request, receive 
supplies from the clerk without any 
signed requisition and without any 
records being kept by the clerk as 
to whom the supplies are delivered, 
is only a part of the inefficiency 
that seems to engulf the whole of 
the county’s financial structure. 


For Purchasing Agency. 
“The remedy is that all pur- 
chases for the county should be 
placed «under one head and that 
supplies should be given only to 
each department upon signed 
requisitions. The cost of such sup- 
plies should be charged to each de- 
partment, and the county should 
have an auditor. 


“Article 6, Chapter 9, Revised 
Statutes, and the amendments 
thereto, which apply only to coun- 
ties having a population between 
95,000 and 150,000 inhabitants, gives 
to counties of such population an 
intelligent method of making pur- 
chases, by limiting all purchasing 
power to the County Court. These 
laws further make it necessary for 
a department head in such county 
to make a written requisition upon 
the County Court for supplies. 


“This grand jury recommends 
that these laws be extended by the 
next Legislature to embrace St. 
Louis County. 


Tax Anticipation Notes. 


“Under this law, the counties 
coming under it may issue tax an- 
ticipation notes which, if permitted 
by law in St. Louis County, would 
relieve the county from using: the 
protested warrant with its attend- 
ant. high rate of interest. 

“Article 9, Chapter 85, Revised 
Statutes, provides for an --uditor 
in certain counties and this law 
should be amended to embrace St. 
Louis County, 


“This grand jury feels that if 
these laws are amended as herein 
recommended to include St. Louis 
County, the foundation for finan- 
cial improvement will be well laid. 
“This grand jury further recom- 
mends that.a tax be voted to carry 
on the operation of the County 
Hospital and that some system of 
informative accounting be installed 
in the office of the Clerk of the 
County Court.” 

Favors Bond Issue. 
Need for a new county Court- 
house, which has been pointed out 
by past grand juries for years, was 
referred to again in this report. The 
grand jury advocated passage of 
the $1,500,000 Courthouse bond issue 
at the election May 15, calling at- 
tention to the $318,000 PWA grant 
that has been made to add to the 
fund. Aliso it approved the idea of 
the County Chamber of Commerce 
for an architectural competition for 
a design of the structure, limited 
to members of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, which the Coun- 
ty Court has rejected. The report 
called the present Courthouse in- 
adequate and dilapidated. 
Describing the county jail as. ob- 
solete, lacking in space for exer- 
cise of prisoners, the grand jury 
said prisoners were exposed to con- 
tagion and fire hazards.

Man Arrested Says Intoxicating 
Weed Is Grown on Farm in 
St. Louis County. 


Louis Himinez, 1621 South Second 
street, was arrested yesterday on a 
Federal warrant charging the send- 
ing of poison through the mails 
after he had mailed a package con- 
taining four ounces of marijuana 


to an address in Montgomery, Ala. 

Marijuana is a week used’ in 
making cigarettes which, when 
smoked, produce a form of intoxi- 
cation characterized by hallucina- 
tions, dreams, and motiveless mer- 
riment. The weed is not mentioned 
in the Harrison anti-narcotic act 
as a habit-forming drug, and Fed- 
eral narcotic inspectors have been 
handicapped in checking its use. 

A half-galion jar of the weed was 
found at Himinez’s home. He said 
it is grown on a farm near Pros- 
pect Hill in St. Louis County and is 
sold for $1 an ounce, or in the form 
of cigarettes, which sell for $5 for 
100. 

Maximum penalty for the offense 
with which Himinez is charged is 
five years in the penitentiary and 


a fine of $5000.

The fire insurance companies of Missouri have 
fought a long legal war against # 10. per cent rate

They have lost every battle in every court except 
one. They lost in the Cole County Circpit Court; 


Supreme Court. , 

Their latest, Waterloo occurred in the Missouri 
Supreme Court sitting en banc, with one of the 
Justices absent and another not participating. _ 

The opinion was unanimous. The illegal fees 
which the companies have collected, collected -ille- 
ally according to the opinion just handed down, will 
have to be returned to the policyholders, with ac- 
crued interest. 

The deportment of the companies throughout the 
litigation has been thoroughly censurable. Having 
challenged the authority and equity of the reduction 
and been overruled, they continued to collect the 
old rates until the court of final resort dismissed 
them in 1929 as without a case. 

The companies have never yet made full restora- 
tion to the policyholders. Their illegal collections, in 
excess premiums and interest, during the seven years 
of litigation, were $18,673,796. A judgment for that 
amount entered against the companies by Judge 
Sevier of the Cole County Court was resisted, the 
contention being that the County Court did not have 
jurisdiction. That contention has now been swept 
aside by the State Supreme Court. 

But are the reduced rates, as ordered by the State 
and sustained by the courts, now in effect? They 
are not. There are many tricks in the legal bag. 
Following the dismissal of their action by the United 
States Supreme Court in August, 1929, the insurance 
companies filed an application, in December of that 
year, for a rate increase of 162-3 per cent, and the 
increased rate became effective in June, 1930, by an 
injunction proceeding in the Federal District Court. 
That one legal victory, if it stands, will compensate 
the cOmpanies for all their defeats. 

The State of Missouri is contesting that increase 
in both the Federal and State courts. But the higher 
rate is‘ operative and the fire insurance companies, 
by this strategically advanced rate, are literally hold- 
ing up the policyholders and collecting in advance 
whatever reimbursement they may have to make in 
the final accounting, together with a profitable, 
though extortionate, overcharge. ‘ 

That is the disheartening story of State regulation 
of fire insurance rates. It is of a piece with State 
regulation of public utilities. The answer in the 
latter case is public ownership. The answer to the 
insurance companies, unless they mend their ways, 
will of necessity and inevitably be State insurance. 
They have already driven Ohio into it. 
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AGAIN THE SKIDS FOR HEFLIN. 

Running in a field of three for the nomination for 
Congress in the Fifth Alabama District, Tom Heflin 
finished a poor third. The verdict may occasion no 
congratulation, though any other result would call 
for condolence. As a Senator, Heflin was a national 
bore—a blatant break in a senatorial succession 
which had long been distinguished by statesmanship, 
integrity, gentility. Why Alabama draped the toga 
on Heflin is a mystifying political phenomenon, 
chargeable, perhaps, to a temporary aberration. The 
people down there have repented of their folly. They 
are twice on record to that effect: first in 1930, and 
again in the present instance. Admirable penitence, 
which, it is to be hoped, will never falter or swerve.

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GERMANY BARS A SCIENTIFIC JOURNAL. 

The United States and Germany are the world’s 
leading nations in research and manufacture in chem- 
istry. Interchange of publications devoted to this 
branch of science by the two countries would seem 
highly desirable, even essential, to the technical 
progress of each. Yet the Hitler Government has 
just barred from Germany the leading American 
periodical of this kind, Chemical and Metallurgical 
Engineering. The magazine had made highly de- 
rogatory comment about leading personalities of the 
German Government, it was stated, and thus “made 
suppression unavoidable.” : 

What was this offensive matter? It. was the maga- 
zine’s editorial on Prof. Fritz Haber, who -died re- 
cently in exile, expelled from Germany because he 
was both a pacifist and a Jew. Yet Haber had given 
two all-important discoveries to Germany in the war: 
poison gas and the nitrogen process for extracting 
fertilizer from the air, and had received the Nobel 
prize for the latter. The article concluded: 


Such is the sad commentary of an ungrateful 
government. The closing days of a life that 
probably contributed more to ‘the practical ad- 
vance of German science, agriculture and indus- 
try than any other must be spent in exile while 
a flamboyant Corporal struts his hour upon the 
_ German stage. Both lives will undoubtedly have 
their place in history, but it is at least inter- 
esting to speculate on what: would have Hap- 
pened to Hitler and his party had it not been for 
what Haber contributed to the sinews of both 
war and peace. 


As the world well knows, this comment is based 
on simple truth. Yet it is characteristic of dictator- 
ship to be highly sensitive to criticism, and to sup- 
press whatever voice finds flaws in its infallibility. 
The dignity of the leader must be preserved, even 
if German chemists are deprived thereby of technical 
information important to the nation’s future. 
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OVERLAPPING GOVERNMENTS. 

The country’s great number of taxing units, many 
duplicating in functions and overlapping in revenue 
sources, has come in for increasing attention since 
the stress of depression made the people thoughtful 
about the high cost of government. Aside from the 
Federal Government, the Census Bureau shows, there 
are 194,630 units having tax-levying power. These 
include 48 states, 3062 counties, 16,600 cities, towns, 
villages and boroughs, 128,661 school districts, 19,769 
townships and 26,430 other civil divisions. In Cook 
County, Ill., there are 419 local governments. Wis- 
consin citizens pay taxes to 9554 different authorities. 
In other states, the situation is similar. , 

The cogt of maintaining all these sets of officials 
is a huge waste in itself. Division into tiny units, a 
relic of bygone slowness of travel and communica- 
tion, prevents effective planning and development 
over what should be undivided communities. Yet 
each minute organization has its ring of politicians 
and henchmen, who resist stubbornly any effort to- 
ward unification. Colorado has a plan for: 
reorganizing its 63 counties into 43, with @ huge

in. 1900. Under the agreement, the long-disputed 
claims of citizens of both countries will be examined 
and appraised by a board consisting of outstanding 
jurists from both countries. While this does not 
dispose of the long perplexing problem of claims for 
damages, it is, obviously, a noteworthy step in the 
right direction. 

Next in importance is the commencement of work 
on the rectification of the Rio Grande, as provided 
for in a treaty approved by both countries. When the 
work, for which funds have been allotted, is finished, 
the Rio Grande, heretofore a habitual and incor- 
rigible meanderer, will be brought under control. 
This will shut off the source of many economic and 
legal questions, and remove the most prolific cause of 
international differences. 

Ambassador Josephus Daniels looks back on a most 
gratifying first year. He has done the wise thing 
of continuing the friendly and intelligent service 
which made the administrations of his immediate 
predecessors, the late Dwight W. Morrow and J. 
Reuben Clark, so successful. Taking the work of the 
three of them, there is nothing brighter in American 
diplomacy in the last half-dozen years than our rela- 
tions with our venerable and highly interesting 
neighbor on the south.

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A MUNITIONS INVESTIGATION ASSURED. 

The seven Senators appointed .by Vice-President 
Garner to investigaté the munitions industry and 
plans for controlling it have selected Senator Nye as 
committee chairman. This is as it should be, since 
the North Dakotan was the sponsor of the resolution 
providing for the investigation and won its adoption. 

According to information which accompanied an- 
nouncement of the committee—in addition to the 
chairman, Senators Clark, Pope, Bone, Sheppard, Bar- 
bour and Vandenberg—a Democrat was to be chosen 
chairman. Had this been done, it would have been a 
grave breach in the conduct of senatorial business. 
By practice, the Senator who sponsors an investig 
tion or special committee undertaking automatically 
becomes chairman. Three years ago, two Republican 
Senators, Hebert and Glenn, comprised a majority to 
deprive Senator Wagner of a committee chairman- 
ship which was rightfully his, and they were severe- 
ly criticised for it. . 

Senator Nye and his associates on the committee 
have a fine opportunity. The Senate has voted them 
sweeping powers to summon individuals and to in- 
vestigate corporations in the armament trade. If 
they discharge their trust to the fullest, there may 
very well be such revelations as to force the nation- 
alization of munitions manufacturing. * 

It is no reflection on the personnel of the com- 
mittee to regret that the Vice-President did not see 
fit to make Senator Borah a member. His fine speech 
calling attention to the menace of those who promote 
international discord for the sake of the profit in sell- 
ing war supplies made him a logical man for this 
important task of public enlightenment.

The Problem of St. Louis County 


Though St. Louis County is largely an urban region with

T. LOUIS COUNTY, Missouri, furnishes 
S an instructive example of President 
~” Roosevelt's recent commentaries on “ox- 
cart government” in American community 
life. It illustrates also the opportunities at 
home for taxpayers to make government less 
burdensome and expensive. 

According to the 1920 census, the. popula- 
tion of St, Louis County was about 100,000. 
In 1930 the population had grown to 211,000, 
with almost half of it concentrated in a 
district divided into 15 incorporated cities 
or towns bordering the City of St. Louis on 
the west. Approximately 67,000 of the inhab- 
itants live in six of the larger municipalities: 
University City, Clayton, Kirkwood, Webster 
Groves, Maplewood and Richmond Heights. 

To all intents and purposes, the district 
comprising the 15 small municipalities is one 
community. The same general class of peo- 
ple live in each of them, and the district is 
just as much urban as any of the residentiai 
districts which are part of the City of St. 
Louis. Major traffic arteries running through 
the district link the cities and towns into 
one unit. Yet three or four municipalities 
each have jurisdiction of part of a road. 


Not only strangers, but most of the inhab- 
itants themselves, would be unable to tell 
where the limits of their respective cities 
end and those of the neighboring town be- 
gin. The public utilities serving the district 
disregard the political boundaries altogether. 
It is undeniable that the people of the dis- 
trict have a common interest in the problems 
of major streets and highways, transporta- 
tion, trunk-line sewers, health and sanita- 
tion, city planning and zoning, police and 
fire protection, public utility rdtes and ser- 
vice, Nevertheless, each of the municipali, 
ties is a distinct and separate entity. Each 
has its own set of officials, each has its 
own Mayor, its own engineers and their as- 
sistants, its own Chief of Police, its own 


. Fire Chief and fire department, its Police 
. Judge, inspectors, collectors and City Clerk. 


With few exceptions, the administrative 
officials of each of the towns serve but part 
time; and in most of them, meetings of the 
municipa] assembly are held in the evenings 
once & week or once every two weeks. Each 
of the larger cities has its own School Board 
and here and there a Board of Park Com- 
missioners. The municipalities and the 
school boards assess, collect and~ disburse 
taxes independently - of one another, 
and the school boards are independent of 
the municipal governments. Whatever co- 


Now, what has all this meant to the tax- 
payers of the district? An examination of 
the reports of expenditures for 1932 by six 
of the largest of these units and a compar 
ison of these expenditures with those made 
by larger municipalities for similar or like 
functions clearly show that the multiplicity 
of independent units of government in a 
district which, to all intents and purposes, is 
one community, is quite expensive. 

* = * 

Clayton, University City, Richmond 
Heights, Kirkwood, Maplewood and Webster 
Groves had a population, according to the 
census of 1930, of approximately 67,000 in- 
habitants. In 1932, the taxpayers of these 
six municipalities paid to the six Mayors 
$11,200 in salary. Some of the Mayors have 
secretaries and some are allowed a contin- 
gent fund, which is an additional charge 
upor the general revenue. 

The number of Aldermen or Councilmen 
in each of the cities varies from two Coun- 
cilmen in Richmond Heights, which was re- 
ported as having a population of. 9100 in 
1930, to 10 Aldermen in Clayton, whose pop- 
ulation was 9600. The total amount paid 
Aldermen and Councilmen was $23,000. The 
six Chiefs of Police received salaries aggre- 
gating $17,000, exclusive of allowances for 
the use of automobiles, which is the practice 
The six City Attor- 
neys, who devote only part of their time to 
their official duties, were paid $12,000, and 
the six Police Judges were paid about $5000, 
the salaries ranging from $360 per annum in 
Kirkwood to about $1700 in University City. 

Each of the cities, of course, has its own

two of them the offices are combined into 
one. The amount paid in 1932 to-Collectors 
and City Clerks was approximately $29,000, 
The assessment upon real estate in this dis-

Asserts He Was Warned 
Year Ago That Effort 


‘credit Him. 
WILL NOT MAKE 
SETTLEMENT OFFER 


Declares He Owes Nothing, 
but Is Being ‘Railroaded’ 
to Grand Jury Without 
Treasury Hearing.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 5.—Dis- 
closing that the Government is 
seeking $1,319,080 additional taxes 
and a penalty of $659,540 on his 
1931 income, Andrew W. Mellon 
last night charged that he was be- 
ing “railroaded” to a Federal grand 
jury without first being givén a 
hearing by the Treasury. 

The former Secretary of the 
Treasury characterized the threat- 
ened action as an “utter disregard 
of statutory regulations.” 

He declared the amounts asked 
were in addition to “quite a sub- 
stantial sum” already paid for 1931 
and that he expects to take an ap- 
peal to the United! States Board of 
Tax Appeals. 

Melion said the Attorney-General 
has announced that voluntary set-: 
tlement in similar cases has avoid- 
ed the grand jury action, but that 
“T have made no such offer of set- 
tlement and never intend to make 


one.” 
Text of Statement. 

The statement by “Ziciion says: 

“T am advised that my tax affairs 
are to be brought before the Fed- 
eral grand jury here next week, but 
I am as much in the dark as ever 
as to any grounds which the At- 
torney-General can possibly have 
for such extraordinary action in my 
case. 

“The Attorney-General has an- 
nounced that he is acting under a 
new tax policy of sending to the 
Federal grand juries income tax 
cases which under long-settled 
practice and in accordance with 
acts of Congress would have been 
disposed of in the Treasury De- 
partment. Later he announced 
that voluntary offers of settlement 
had been accepted in a number of 
cases, based upon payment of de- 
ficiency tax, interest and penalty, 
and that grand jury proceedings in 
these cases had been dropped. 

“In so far as I am concerned, I 
wish it to be clearly understood 
that I have made no such offer of 
settlement and never intend to 
make one. I owe the Government 
no additional taxes. I have over- 
paid, not underpaid, my taxes. Un- 
der the circumstances, I should 
lose my self-respect if I submitted 
to an unjustifiable tax _merély to 
avoid having my case sent to the 
grand jury by officials who have 
refused so far to give me any hear- 
ing or even to acquaint me with 
any grounds for grand jury pro- 
ceedings. 

“Campaign of Terrorism.” 

“Tf there is such a Federal tax 
policy as the Attorney-General has 
announced, it is nothing more than 
an attempt to regularize a cam- 
paign of terrorism with the tax 
law as the weapon, and most as- 
surediy it does not excuse the ac- 
tion of the Attorney-General him- 
self, who for months has been is- 
suing public statements about my 
tax affairs, regardless of the gross 
impropriety of thus attempting to 
prejudice the case of a taxpayer 
under investigation for later trial 
by the courts. 

“I know something about the ad- 
ministration of the tax laws, but 
never until now have I known of 
a case where a taxpayer has been 
railroaded to the‘grand jury with- 
out first being given a hearing in 
the Treasury and an opportunity to 
refute the Government’s claims. 
What makes the Attorney-General’s 
action more unjust is the fact that 
when I voluntarily gave the Treas- 
ury a waiver of the statute of limi- 
tations on my 1931 return (the year | 
involved), I was promised by the 
duly authorized official of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue that no 
action would be taken in my case 
without first giving me the usual 
hearing. Certainly, the Government 
could have lost nothing either in 
taxes or strategic advantage by 
treating me like any other yer, 

Charges “Effort to Disc t.” 

“The utter disregard of statutory 
regulations and settled procedure, 
which has been shown in my case 
has confirmed the warning I re- 
ceived more than a year ago from 
a source high in the councils of the 
Democratic party: (in which I still 
have many friends) that a definite 
effort was being made to discredit 
me in connection with either my 
administration of the Treasury or 
my tax affairs. What has happened 
since has made it plain to me that 
nothing I could have done or left 
undone at the time of making out 
my 1931 tax return would have 
avoided an attack of the kind that 
is now being made on me. Had I 
not béen a member of the cabinet 
of the last three administrations, I 
would hot now be the object of this 
extraordinary procedure, |

Asserts Tax Is Illegal. 

“Not only was this amount ar- 
rived at in the most arbitrary and 
capricious manner, but the Treas- 
ury’s letter did not state any rea- 
sons which would justify grand 
jury proceedings. 

“It is apparent that the Treasury 
‘was directed by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to support his unprecedented 
action in sending my case to the 
grand jury befofe any additional 
taxes had been claimed by the Gov- 
ernment, and it is apparent also 
that the Treasury, at the Attornéy- 
Genéral’s instance, in order to give 
semblance of regularity to his ac- 
tion, has asserted this additional 
tax, although knowing full well that 
such claims could never be sup- 
ported in fact or in law. 

“In computing the tax claimed, 
the Treasury has not only increased 
my taxable income in the most ar- 
bitrary manner but has also dis- 
allowed (pursuant, I understand, to 
ordets), deductions claimed on my 
return which are allowable under 
both law and regulations and which 
have not been questioned in the 
hundreds of cases other than my 
own. 

“While the Treasury has thus in- 
creased the amount of my taxabie 
income, it has not allowed me, or 
given me an opportunity to claim, 
the proper percentage of credit 
specifically provided by law relat- 
ing to gifts made by me in 1931 
amounting to a total of over $3,- 
800,000, for charitable, religious 
and public educational purposes, 
although Department of Justice 
agents, who examined my records, 
had full knowledge of these facts. 

“These agents informed me that 
there was no shortage or irregulari- 
ties of any kind in my return, and 
the report of the Treasury agents, 
who examined my records last sum- 
mer, shows that, instead of under- 
paying my tax, I have overpaid it 
by a substantial amount. 

“T am taking an appeal to the 
United States Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, and expect to establish not 
Only that there is no additional tax 
due, but that I am entitled to a 
refund of part of the taxes I have 
already paid. Under the course 
which the Attornéy-General has 
taken it is impossible for this ap- 
peal to be determined until after 
my case is brought before’ the 
grand jury.

Popular St. Louis Singer Shows 
Versatility in Serious 
Program.

ARIO SILVA, favdrably known 
IM erouna St. Louis as a coffee 

house entertainer of considera- 
ble versatility, made a successful 
essay into the realms of more seri- 
ous music last night when he gave 
a@ song recital in the Lower West 
Assembly Hall of the Municipal 
Auditorium. 

One judged from Mr. Silva's fa- 
miliarity with a wide range of com- 
positions that it. was not his first 
expérience either with lieder or the 
operatic aria. But his singing dis- 
closed much more than familiarity. 
From the beginning of the first 
group, consisting of four seven- 
teenth century songs of the finest 
quality and greatest charm, he dis- 
played the conscience, sensibility 
and intelligence of the true artist. 

True enough, his distinction was 
derived chiefly from his style rath- 
er than from his voice which gives 
evidence of having been used in the 
wrong way and too often. But in 
matters of phrasing, color, dynamics 
and accent he was above reproach 
at all times. And as his program 
embraced numbers of the greatest! 
possible variety he was called on 
to make many differentiations of 
mood and manner in the course of 
the evening. 

Cacinni’s “Amarilli,” for instance, 
and the “Largo al Factotum” from 
Rossini’s “Barber of Seville” 
only differ greatly in size and mean- 
ing but are further contrasted in 
that the first is esthetically self- 
contained while the second is part 
of a larger dramatic context. which 
must somehow be implied in its de- 
livery. Mr. Silva’s operatic num- 
bers were abviously based on com- 
plete knowledge of the work from 
which they were abstracted. 

Outside of the one popular group 
which was aimed, presumably, at 
his regular following, the program 
was put together with taste and 
discernment,

ASSERTS JOHNSON 


NRA Administrator Assails 

‘Old Tories’ Who Would 
Make Blue Eagle ‘Walk 
the Plank.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., May 5.—Enemies 
of the New Deal are regamed by 
Gen. Hugh Johnson as “old tories” 
who would “scuttle the whole re- 
covery program” and make the 
Blue Eagle “walk the plank.” 

In a “message to the nation,” 

the NRA Administrator asserted 
last night they would “hoist the 
jolly roger onthe ship of state and 
sail back to the good old piracy 
that brought the crash of 1929 and 
all that has happened since.” 
* “There is one way in which they 
might succeed,” he said. “Split the 
friends of recovery into small quar- 
reling groups and then absorb each 
one in detail. 

He asserted, however, that the re- 
covery program was ‘not being 
weakened by the administration in 
answer to attacks. 

“The results of the President re- 
covery program are all on the plus 
side and the man who asserts to 
the contrary is assuming a heavy 
responsibility to a distressed and 
abused people,” he said. 

Must Balance Burdens. 

“Codified industry, organized la- 
bor, farmers and consumers all sing 
the same song in varying words: 
‘Keep NRA, but cut out its objec- 
tionable features’; ‘keep the codes 
but cut out their restrictions’; ‘keep 
section 7-A of the act, but impose 
no responsibility on labor.’ ” 

His answer to the “same old 
songs” of “rosés without thorns” 
and “something for nothing,” as he 
put it, is “the best we can do ig to 
balance burdens and benefits 
equably so the net result is good.” 

Johnson spoke at a mass meeting 
on the Ohio State Fair Grounds at 
the invitation of the Wholesalers 
and Manufacturers’ Association of 
the Columvus Chamber of Com- 
merce. The Coliseum, which séats 
10,000, was about half filled. 

Justification of Strikes. 

Discussing labor problems, he 
said that while it was Government’s 
job to prevent reckless labor ac- 
tions, the evasion of labor guaran- 
tees by industrial executives “justi- 
fies strikes.” 

“The benefit of NRA to indus- 
try is very great. If Section 7 is a 
burden, it is part of the bargain 
they made in their extremity to 
Save themselves a year ago. The 
president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce—the very 
citadel of old deal propaganda— 
then wanted simp]; to turn indus- 
try over to the President. Now 
he says he thinks the President 
should not impose any codes.” 

“There is not one of the 400 indus- 
tries under-codes which would will- 
| ingly give up its code and go back 
to the old deal. Labor would not 
like to surrender its position under 
the law. Except at the very schem- 
ing heart of the partisan enemy 
leadership, not even enemy spokes- 
men éven suggest abolition of NRA 
-and the codes. But, alas! here the 
great national concert of purpose 
falters.” ting 

Killing Golden-Egg Goose. 
- Answering specific criticisms, 
Johnson said of the farm opposi- 
tion: 

“It is a perfect example ofs a 
group being induced to want to kill 
the goose that lays its golden egga, 
asking all and giving nothing. The 
farmer’s greatest market is the 
domestic market. Just now he 
practically has no other. LEighty- 
five per cent of his domestic mar- 
ket depends on wages and employ- 
ment and it is a truth, with few ex- 
|, ceptions, that farm prices go up 
and down in perfect unison with 
wages and employment.” be ae 

On small business: 

"Il know the body of the little 
fellow trouble east, west, south and 
north, and I solemnly assure you 
that the burden of paying bare sub- 
sistence wages make up 85 per cent 
of the complaint.

PHILIPPINE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION TO MEET JULY 4 


Legislators Hope to Have Native 
Transition Government Func- 
tioning by Jan. 1.

MA P. I, May 5-—The 


Philippine Legislature voted today 
to speed up establishment of a 
commonwealth government for the 
Islands, passing a bill providing for 
a constitutional convention to meet 
July 4. 

This is nearly three months be- 
fore the time limit set in the 
Tydings - McDuffie Independence 
Act. Legislators hope to have a 
new transition government, with a 
Filipino chief executive, function- 
ing by Jan. 1. 

The bill provides for the election 
of 202 convention delegates June 
26. Women will not vote, majority 
leaders explaining there was no 
time to register them, but they 
will be enfranchised next Jan. 1. 

All delegates will be elected by 
popular ballot except those of the 
non-Christian tribesmen, who do 
not have the franchise. Their dele- 
gates will be appointed by munic- 
ipal councillors, :

OF BRITAIN; READY 


Nation Can Use Reprisals 
if England Tries to Force 
Modification of Policy, 
Experts Declare. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO,. May 5.—The British 
warning of a trade war, given to 
Ambassador Matsudaira of Japan 
by Walter Runciman, President of 
the British Board of Trade,is being 
studied by the commercial bureau 
of the Foreign Office. There were 
strong indications that Japan 
would refuse to accede to Great 
Britain’s demand that it modify its 
trade program and tactics, 
Foreign Minister Kdki Hirota 


said: “Our country is confronted 
everywhere by difficulties in for- 
eign trade. It found it necessary 
to institute trade control to safe-- 
guard our foreign comménce.” 

Then, indicating no intenNon to 
relax in the campaign for ne Tiles 
léts for Japanese industriés, 
added: ; 

“We must strive under all cir: 
cumstances to safeguard and pro- 
mote our foreign trade.” 

. Hirota referred to the Govern- 
ment’s powers under an act passed 
by the last Parliament, which per- 
mits bargaining to preserve present 
business and provide for new com- 
merce. 

Under the act the Government 
may lower or raise tariffs by exec- 
utive action or limit and prohibit 
imports. 

Opening of Trade War. 

Although contents of the Runci- 
man communication were guarded, 
commercial leaders generally con- 
sidered it the opening of a trade 
war which has been looming for a 
year. Trade leaders expressed the 
opinion that even if Great Britain 
imposed quotas on Japanese goods, 
Japan would not be hurt seriously, 
especially in view of the fact that 
Japan’s imports from the British 
Isles in 1933 totaled 83,000,000 yen 
(currently $25,000,000). ~ 

Japanese exports to the British 
Isles were about the same, hence, 
they said, the Tokio Government 
would be able to make reprisals. 

It was pointed out that exports 
to the British Isles formed only 
4.7 per cent of the total, Japanese 
exports for 1933 and that the only 
colonies figuring importantly in 
Japanese export trade are the 
straits settlements, to which Japan 
sold . about $13,000,000 worth of 
goods and East Africa, to which the 
sales were $9,000,000. 

Dominion Trade Important. 

Trade with the British dominions 
is considered far more important 
and the Japanese are confident the 
dominions will not follow the moth- 
or country’s lead—especially Aus- 
tralia, which sold to Japan in 1933 
four times its purchases, and Can- 
ada, which sold seven times as 
much as it bought. 

Japan’s imports in 1933 from 
Australia, Canada, India, New Zea- 
land and South Africa totaled about 
$139,000,000 and exports $87,600,000. 

Neither Japanese nor American 
officials here are able to conceive 
any American benefit from an 
Anglo-Japanese trade war, unless it 
should spread to India. In such an

“Commodore” B. M. Hatfield, 64 
year-old “Trinity River Admiral” 
from Texas, is.in St. Louis with his 
20-foot flat-bottomed boat, after a 
3063-mile trip by water from Fort 
Worth. . 

The “Commodore,” with his hand- 
tooled Texan boots, tattered 10 
gallon hat, bushy beard and two. 
titles—“‘Commodore” bestowed by 
himself and “Trinity River Ad- 
miral’’ by the Texas Legislature— 
is traveling the waterways of the 
Southwest to demonstrate their 
economic possibilities as arteries of 
transportation. 

A self-appointed public servant, 
Hatfield set out from Fort-Worth 
last August and traveled by water 
to New Orleans and Pensacola, 
Fla., before returning to the mouth 
of the Mississippi River to begin 
his trip to St. Louis. In the course 
of his journey he has made more 
than 400 talks to business organi- 
zations and schools on how the de- 
velopment of the waterways would 
aid in the recovery of business. 

Hatfield says he has served in 
five different armies in South 
America and China and has played 
a part in deposing many Presidents 
from power. Through his wide 
travel and varied associations, he 
has acquired a fund of ideas on 
economics, politics and philosophy 
which ruy freely through his speech. 

The “Commodore” is carrying in 
his boat 350 pounds of freight, 
which he is delivering at various 
points along his journey. He is be- 
ing accompanied by a helper, whom 
he picked up at NeW Orleans. His 
journey will end at Chicago, where 
he will lecture at the World’s Fair 
this summer. Later in the fall he 
éxpects to make the return trip.

companionship of family and chos- 
en friends, the privilege of leading 
one’s life in peace and tranquility. 
One of the greatest advantages 
that money grants is the boon of 
privacy to those who can live in a 
house guarded by servants, who can 
bufid -high walls around their gar- 
den, who can devise a retreat of 
their own where they can work or 
dream or spend the precious hours 
as they choose. But this protected 
tranquility’ is within the reach of 
the very few. In tens and thou- 
sands of homes, safety from inter- 
ruption is granted only by the con- 
sideration of friends and neighbors 

One cannot make rules for & 
subject so variable as the attitude 
of each person toward every other 
person. One cannot say- definitely 
when one is, or is not, welcome 
in the houses of one’s friends, be- 
cause it is naturally a question of 
temperament. Some people are in- 
nately formal and orderly and dis- 
trubed by anything informal or 
out of order; overbusy people are 
necessarily distressed by interrup- 
tions. On the other hand, unoccu- 
pied or casual happy-go-lucky peo- 
ple do not mind having neighbors 
running in and out of their homes; 
in fact, they like it and are. lonely 
if left by .themselves. Most of 
those who are very young, are men- 
tally immature, have no need for 
seclusion, éver. But to the mature 
person, especially one whose work 
réquires creative thought, the tran- 
quility of solitude is not only wel- 
come, but essential. 

But even though individual] taste 
and temperamnent modify every 
human relationship, there are sev- 
eral general rules of politeness re- 
specting the private lives of our 
neighbors, which must be consid- 
ered. We should netBer walk into 
the house of another (as though it 
were our. own) unless such be- 
havior is encouraged. And even s0, 
no matter how well we may know 
that we are welcome, we should 
be ever alert to notice whatever it 
might be that would make our pres- 
ence inopportune., 

Should we, for instance, find a 
visitor at Mary’s—especially a vis- 
itor who is an intimate friend of 
hers, but not of ours—we should 
leave again promptly. This is easily 
done by saying, “Mary, would you 
lend me .:..?” whatever we can 
think of that will imply that we 
had not come to stay. Or if we 
find evidence of any situation indi- 
cating that the family would like to 
be alone, we should make an ex- 
cuse or even say, “I'll Be back 
later!” and withdraw. Or if we 
find Mary alone but evidently busy 


‘and she stops what she was do- 


ing out of deference to ourselves 
—we should also leave, unless we 
can help her with whatever she is 
doing. 

Out in public, it seems scarcely 
necessary to add, if we see two 
people engrossed in a discussion of 
evident interest to them, we must 
not interrupt them unless’ they 
definitely beckon us to join them.

According to an official announce- 
ment issued by the Washington of- 
fice of the Byrd Antarctic Expe- 
dition, some of the Little America 
Covers have been delayed. The an- 
nouncement says: 

“A batch of 56,600 letters dent to 
Little America by stamp collectors 
almost cost the lives of several men 
and the loss of a ship, it has been 
revealed in dispatches from Capt. 
R. A. J. English, commander of the 
Bear of Oakland, supply ship of the 
expedition. , 

“The letters had been sent from 
all parts of the world by stamp en- 
thusiasts, who wanted them can- 
celed at Little Amertea. 

“Grave difficulties were encoun- 
tered after the mail‘and equipment 
had been unloaded on the edge of 
the ice in the Bay of Whales, which 
threatened the safety of the men, 
the equipment and the sacks of 
mail. . 

“After the mail had been carried 
to the postoffice at Little America 
by dog sied and canceled it was 
returned to the Bay of Whales, 
where steps were taken to store it 
aboard the Bear of Oakland. 

“About one-third of the mail had 
been stored aboard the ship when 
word was flashed that with the in- 
creasing cold ice fields were solidly.

Supply of Water

HE most familiar phases of 
T poysiciogy frequently are the 
least understood. What is as 
simple as drinking a glass of wa- 
ter, and what expression more com- 
mon than “flushing out the body?” 


Books on hygiene carry the usual 
advice of six to eight glasses of 
water a day. Despite all of this 
manner of certainty, we are really 
quite ignorant on many essentials 
concerning the physiology of water. 

This substance, which comprises 
70 per cent of the body, is of the 
utmost importance to the proper 
workings of the human mechan- 
ism, for of all the different types 
of starvation, the complete depriva- 
tion of water leads most rapidly to 
death. 

Water is the demium through 
which the complicated chemical 
processes of digestion, metabolism 
and excretion are so largely carried 
on. It is in this realization that 
much attention has been paid in 
recent times to the dangers of de- 
hydration. 

The loss of body fluid incidental 
to fever, diarrhea, vomiting, exces- 
sive perspiration .and hemorrhage

Corn and Celery ie. 
Lamb Casserole

The recipes: , 

Corn and Celery Soup 

Cut one large stalk celery, ‘eaves 
and all into small pieces, ' one 
chopped onion and add to one can 
of cob cut corn, using all the corn 
‘liquor and one pint of milk. Simmer 
slowly for an hour, then rub 
through a colander. Melt two ta- 
plespoons of butter with one round- 
ed tablespoon of flour, then add 
one more pint of milk and one cup 
of créam, stirring all the while. 
Combine, with the strained ture. 
Season with celery salt, onion ealt, 
salt and pepper. Return to double 
boiler and reheat. 

Lamb Casserole. 

Have three pounds of lamb cut 
into pieces,’ Salt and pepper and 
dredge with flour. Put in a hot 
pan with a small amount of bacon 
drippings and séar until well 
browned. Remove meat to e- 
role, adding just enough water to 
barely cover and two cups of the 
smallest sized white onions, Place 
covered in oven and cook slowly 
for an hour. Parboil two cups of 
carrot balls for 15 minutes in galt- 
ed water to which a pinch of sugar 
has been added. Cook the same 
amount of potato balls. Drain and 
when meat-is tender, place vege- 
tables on top of/méat. Add the wa- 
ter in which the vegetables were 
cooked for the gravy and keep cov- 
ered to heat vegetables. This dish 
is improved if made the day be 
fore and reheated. 

Cream Cole Slaw. 

Shred one quart of cabbage. 
Make this dressing: 

One-fourth cup of mild vinegar 

One tablespoon of butter 

Two eggs 

One teaspoon of salt 

One-fourth teaspoon of pepper 

One-fourth teaspoon of mustard 

One tablespoon of sugar 

One-fourth cup of cream or cup 
of milk. 

Heat the vinegar in a double 
boiler and add butter. Beat the 
egg: light, add seasoning and pour 
vinegar slowly over all. Return 
to double boiler and cook wntil 


thick, stiecing constantly. Remove 
from fire, add cream and while still 
hot, pour over the shredded cab- 
‘bage. Serve cold. 

' ‘$poon Bread, 

Three eggs. 

Two and oné-half cups of milk. 

One-half cup of ‘cornmeal. 

One-half teaspoon of baking pow- 
der. 

One teaspoon of salt, 

One heaping tablespéon of but- 
ter. 

Heat the two cups of milk to the 
boiling point. Stir in the cornmeal 
gradually and cook to the ¢on- 
sistency of mush. Add the remain- 
ing cold milk, melted butter, salt, 
baking powder and the well beaten 
egg. yolks. Fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Pour into a 
buttered baking dish and bake for 
one-half hour. Serve at once. 

Chocolate Spanish Cream. 

Soak four level teaspoons of gel- 
atin in one-fourth cup of cold wa- 
ter. Heat three cups of milk with 
two squares of bittar chocolate (2 
oz.). Beat the yolks of four eggs 
light with one scant cup of sugar 
and a pinch of salt. Pour scalded 
milk. and chocolate over beaten 
eggs and sugar, beating all the 
while, adding the gelatin. Return to 
fire and stir until mixture coats 
the spoon. Add one teaspoon of 
vanilla. Remove from fire and 
pour over the beaten whites of four 
eggs. Rinse a two-quart mold with 
cold water. Do not dry the mold. 
Pour in pudding and place on ice. 
Unmold and serve with either 
Plain or whipped cream. 

Butter Cookies. 

One-half cup of butter. 

One-quarter cup of sugar. 

One egg. 

Two teaspoons of lemon juice. 

One and one-half cups of flour. ~ 

One-quarter teaspoon of baking 
powder. 

Pinch of salt. 

Cream the butter and sugar thor- 
oughly. Add well beaten egg and 
lemon juice. Sift the flour before 
measuring, then sift with baking 
powder and salt and add to above 
mixture, mixing well. Roll out very 
thin on a cloth covered with a lit- 
tle flour rubbed into cloth to keep 
from sticking, and cut with round 
cutter. Place a half of pecan in 
center of each and bake about ten 
minutes in a moderate oven.
